PRICES IN CANADA AND OTHER COUNTRIES DURING 19238 


HE world movement toward lower price 
levels in progress in 1926 and 1927 was 
continued in many countries during 1928, but 
in others the decline was halted and prices 
averaged higher in 1928 than in 1927, with the 
levels at the end of the year higher than at 
the beginning. A factor in the tendency 
toward lower price levels was the prevalence 
of good crops in nearly all countries in 1928, 
as well as in 1927, but a factor tending toward 
higher price levels was the recovery or an ex- 
pansion in trade and industry in those coun- 
tries which experienced such conditions, noted 
particularly in Canada and the United States. 
The result of the action of these two contrary 
tendencies was somewhat ehigher prices. in 
some countries and lower in others. 

As compared with 1927, wholesale prices 
were lower in Canada, Great Britain, Austria, 
Switzerland, Belgium, Norway, Sweden, Den- 
mark, Spain, Italy, India, China, and Austra- 
lia, and higher in the United States, France, 
Germany, Finland, Russia, Bulgaria, Hungary, 
Japan, and New Zealand. 

During the year five additional countries 
restored their currencies, either partly or 
wholly, to the gold standard basis. These 
are France, Norway, Greece, Bulgaria and Bo- 
livia. Of the thirty-three active foreign 
moneys on the New York Exchange, only six 
have not yet been stabilized on a gold basis, 
namely, those of Spain, Japan, Peru, Portu- 
gal, Roumania and Jugo-Slavia. 


The Movement of Retail Prices in Canada 
during 1928 


The accompanying tables I and II show 
the cost of a weekly family budget of foods, 
fuel and rent in terms of the average prices 
for the Dominion and by groups for each 
province. 

The cost per week of a family budget of 
twenty-nine staple foods calculated from the 
average retail prices in some sixty cities was 
little changed from the level of 1927, advances 
in the prices of some commodities being large- 
ly offset by declines in others. Beef prices 


were considerably higher than in 1927, while’ 


the prices of pork%nd bacon were somewhat 
lower. Potatoes re. substantially lower 
during 1928 than in 1927, while the levels of 
eggs, flour, rice, prunes and sugar were also 
slightly lower in the average than in the pre- 
vious year. Veal, mutton, milk, cheese, beans 
and evaporated apples were higher in the 
average in 1928 than in 1927. Including the 
cost of fuel and rent with that of foods the 
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total budget was somewhat higher than in 
1927, a slight decline in the cost of fuel being 
more than offset by small advances in foods 
and rent. In fuel, anthracite coal was lower 
during the first four months of 1928 than in 
1927. 


Prices of beef were considerably higher in 
1928 than in 1927, which was a year of rela- 
tively high prices, due to the smaller supplies 
and to the export demand from the United 
States. The usual seasonal changes, consist- 
ing of a rise from the beginning of the year 
to midsummer, followed by a decline in the 
later months, were not pronounced in 1928. 
The advance commenced in November, 1927, 
and continued without interruption until the 
fall, when a slight decline occurred. Sirloin 
steak rose from 30.4 cents per pound in No- 
vember, 1927, to the peak of 36.3 cents in 
September, 1928, and then declined to 34.6 
cents in December. This compares with a 
level of 28.4 cents in December, 1926, a peak 
of 33.2 cents in June, 1927, followed by a decline 
to 30.4 cents in December, 1927. The movement 
in other cuts was similar to that of sirloin steak, 
rib roast advancing from 23.2 cents per pound 
in November, 1927, to 28.3 cents in Septem- 
ber, 1928, and then declining to 27.1 cents by 
the end of the year, and shoulder roast ad- 
vancing from 17.1 cents per pound in No- 
vember, 1927, to 21.7 cents in October, 1928, 
and then declining to 21.3 cents in Decem- 
ber. Veal prices, which in 1927 had reached 
a level higher than for some years previously, 
continued to advance during 1928, the price 
for shoulder roast ranging from 21.7 cents per 
pound in January to 23.9 cents in October, 
as compared with 19.9 cents in January, 1927, 
and 21.0 cents in December. In mutton the 
price of leg roast was 30.0 cents per pound in 
December, 1928; 29.0 cents in January, 1928, 
and 28.5 cents in January, 1927. Pork prices 
averaged somewhat lower in 1928 than in 1927, 
during which year a substantial decline had 
occurred from the peak prices of 1926. The 
decline was due to the depressed state of the 
British and United States markets, caused, in 
the first case, by the increased supplies of 
pork coming from continental sources, par- 
ticularly Denmark, and in the latter case by 
the unusually large volume of marketings of 
hogs in the early part of the year. Later on 
demand improved and pork prices rose sharp- 
ly so that in the last half of the year a higher 
level prevailed than for the corresponding 
period of 1927. The price of fresh leg roast 
of pork fell from 25.9 cents per pound in

January, 1928, to 24.9 cents in April, then 
advanced to 31.2 cents by September, fol- 
lowed by a seasonal decline to 27.1 cents in 
December. These prices compare with a level 
of about 28.8 cents for the first four months 
of 1927, followed by a decline during the re- 
mainder of the year to a low point of 26.3 
cents in December. The movement in bacon 
and ham was similar to that in pork, the 
former declining from 37.2 cents per pound 
in January, 1928, to 35.2 cents in May, fol- 
lowed by a recovery to 42.5 cents in October, 
and a seasonal fall to 39.0 cents in December. 
This compares with a peak price for the year 


1927 of 41.8 cents per pound in January, 1927, 
from which level the price fell to 37.6 cents 
in December. Boiled ham was 58.7 cents per 
pound in January, 1928, 55.9 cents in May, 
62.5 cents in October, and 59.8 cents in De- 
cember, as compared with a peak for 1927 of 
63.1 cents in January and # low of 59.2 cents 
in December. The price of lard declined from 
a peak of 25.3 cents per pound in August, 
1926, to a low point of 21.5 cents in July, 1927. 
Since then the price has fluctuated within 
narrow limits, rising to 22.9 cents per pound 
in October, 1928. Fish prices showed little 
change during the year, cod steak fluctuating

between 18.6 cents and 19.6 cents per pound; 
halibut between 30 cents and 31 cents per 
pound; and finnan haddie between 20.5 cents 
and 21.5 cents per pound. 

Egg prices, except for the usual seasonal 
changes, have showed little change for some 
years, the levels in 1928 being about the same 
as 1m corresponding periods of other years. 
Fresh declined from 64.3 cents per dozen in 
January to 35.8 cents in May, about which 
level they remained for several months, ad- 
vancing in the autmun to 64.1 cents by De- 
cember. These prices compare with 66.5 cents 
per dozen in January, 1927, 35.1 cents in May 
and 64.1 cents in December. ‘Cooking eggs 
were 52.0 cents per dozen in January, 1928, 
31.6 cents in May and 50.8 cents in Decem-

ment similar to peas, the former averaging 
15.7 cents per tin in December, 1928, 16.3 
cents in December, 1927, and 19.9 cents in 
December, 1924, and the latter averaging 16.0 
cents per tin in December, 1928, 16.4 cents in 
December, 1927, and 18.4 cents in December, 
1924. Beans advanced during the year from 
a low of 8 cents per pound in January to 10.3 
cents in December, as compared with a level 
of about 8 cents per pound during the pre- 
vious three years. Onion prices were about 
the same as in 1927 and showed a seasonal 
range of several cents per pound, advancing 
from 4.9 cents per pound in January to 8.9 
cents in June and then declining to 6.8 cents 
in December. In 1927 the prices were 4.9 
cents per pound in January, 9.2 cents in June 
and 4.7 cents in December. Potato produc- 
tion for 1928 was considerably larger than in 
1927 and the yield was greater than the aver- 
age of the five-year period 1922-1926, with the 
result that potato prices averaged lower in 
December, 1928, than at any time since 1923. 
In January the average was $1.65 per ninety 
pounds and by April the price had advanced 
to $1.78. A slight decline occurred in June 


and July, the price falling to $1.45, then with 
the appearance of the new crop advanced to 
$1.90 in August, which was the peak. From 
this level the price fell off to $1.24 in Decem- 
ber. In January, 1927, the price averaged 
$2.04 per ninety pounds. By May it had de- 
clined to $1.64 and then advanced sharply, 
reaching $2.43 in July. The usual fall in the 
autumn brought the price down to $1.64. 
Evaporated apples were on a somewhat hagher 
level in 1928 than in 1927, the price ranging 
from 19.5 cents per pound to 21.5 cents. 
Prunes have showed a downward trend for 
some years, averaging 13.5 cents per pound 
in December, 1928, 13.9 cents in December, 
1927, 15.6 cents in December, 1926, and 17.3 
cents in December, 1925. Raisins were down 
from 18.5 cents per pound in January, 1927, 
to 17.8 cents at the beginning of 1928 and 
16.1 cents in December. Canned peaches 
averaged 26.7 cents per tin in December, 1928, 
27.8 cents in December, 1927, and 29.2 cents 
in December, 1926. Granulated sugar was 
lower at the end of 1928 than at any other 
period since the peak of 1920. The price 
averaged 7.6 cents per pound in December, 


as compared with 8.2 cents in December, 
1927, 8.1 cents in December, 1926, 7.9 
cents in December, 1925, and 9.6 cents 
in December, 1924. The decrease in 1928 
followed the decline in wholesale prices, 
due to larger Cuban crops and to higher esti- 
mates of European beet crops. Coffee and 
tea, showed little change from the 1927 levels, 
the former averaging 60.5 cents per pound in 
December, 1928, and the latter averaging 70.5 
cents. The advance in the price of pepper, 
in progress for some years, continued during 
1928. The price in December averaged 65 
cents per pound, as compared with 58 cents 
in December, 1927, 54.8 cents in December, 


Increases in rent during the year occurred 
at Charlottetown, St. Hyacinthe, St. John’s, 
Woodstock, Sault Ste. Marie and Calgary. 


Index Number of Changes in the Cost of 
Living in Canada 

The accompanying table, III, brings down 
to the end of 1928 the index numbers of 
changes in the cost of living in Canada, by 
groups, since 1914, published in the Supple- 
ment to the Labour Gazette for January, 
1928, page 8, and continued in the Labour 
Gazette from month to month during 1928.

1926, 45.2 cents in December, 1925, and 42.5 
cents in December, 1924. Anthracite coal 
showed the usual seasonal movement in 1928, 
declining from an average price of $16.43 per 
ton in January to $16.15 in the summer 
months, and then advancing to $16.30 in De- 
cember. This compares with $16.85 per ton 
in January, 1927, $16.19 in July and August 
and $16.37 in December; $18.35 in January, 
1926, $17 in July, and $16.83 in December. 
The relatively high prices in 1926 and the be- 
ginning of 1927 resulted from the strike in 
the anthracite fields in the United States in 
1925-1926. Bituminous coal was slightly lower 
at the end of the year than at the beginning, 
averaging $10.06 per ton in December and 
$10.20 in January. Wood prices showed little 
change; hard averaging about $14.50 per cord 
and soft about $11 per cord.

bers of wholesale prices indicate the move- 
ment by groups. 

Wholesale prices averaged lower during the 
year, the index number showing a decline of 
about four points to approximately 147 for 
the year as compared with 151.6 for 1927; 
156.2 for 1926; and 243.5 for 1920. The index 
is now at the lowest level that has prevailed 
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since 1916, when it stood at 131.6. In the 
classification according to chief component 
materials, as compared with 1927, the Vege- 
tables and their Products group, the Iron and 
its Products group, and the Chemicals and 
Allied Products group all reached lower levels,

the Non-Ferrous Metals group advanced. The 
Non-Metallic Minerals and their Products 
group will be practically unchanged. | 
The Vegetables and Vegetable Products 
group showed a decline of approximately 
eleven points from the 1927 level of 165.1 
and exerted a dominating influence on the 
movement of the general index. Under the 


influence of good crops the prices of wheat, 
flour and potatoes moved to _ substantially 
lower levels during the last half of the year. 
These were the most important prices changes, 
but sugar, tea, cocoa, rubber, tapioca and vege- 
table oils also moved to lower levels. The 
Animals and their Products group advanced, 
the index being up about seven points over 
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the 1927 level of 141.7 and was higher at the 
end of 1928 than at the beginning, being 146.1 
in January and 156.4 in November. All the 
important sub-groups, except eggs and furs, 
were higher. Apart from the usual seasonal 
trend in farm products there were some im- 
portant changes. Stimulated by good export 
demand from the United States livestock and 
meat prices moved sharply upward in the 
second and third quarters, but tended toward 
lower levels by the end of the year. Hide 
and leather prices continued firm and at ‘high 
levels during the first half of the year, with a 
lower tendency afterwards. The Fibres, Tex- 
tile and Textile Products group will show a 
rise of over five points from the 1927 level of 
160.9. Cotton prices advanced during the 
first seven months, then declined slightly, but 
again turned upward toward the end of the 
year. Wool prices advanced, reaching the 
peak during the third quarter, after which 
they declined slightly. Silk showed a gradual 
movement toward lower levels until the last 
quarter, when a slight upward movement com- 
menced. The Wood, Wood Products and 
Paper group will be slightly higher than the 
1927 level of 154.2. Advances in some lines 
of lumber were partially counterbalanced by 


declines in the prices of newsprint and wood 
pulp. The index for this group was 154.6 in 
January, 156 in June and 154.6 in November. 
The Iron and its Products group fluctuated 
within narrow limits, declining slightly in the 
second and third quarters, but moving up- 
ward toward the end of the year. The index 
“will show a decline of about three points as 
eompared with last year. The Non-Ferrous 
Metals group advanced, the index being 95.0 
in January, 96.3 in June and 97.7 in Novem- 
ber. Prices of lead, tin and spelter declined 

- during the year but owing to higher prices 
for copper and its products, silver and brass 
sheets the index will show a higher level than 
in 1927. Little change will be shown in the 
level of the Non-Metallic Minerals group 
from that of 1927 at 171.1. The prices of 
bricks, coal, hme and cement advanced, while 
glass and its products, gasoline, coal oil, and 
pottery declined. The Chemicals and Alhed 
Products group showed a gradual decline dur- 
ing the year, the index being 151.0 in Janu- 
ary, 148.9 in June and 147.8 in November. 
This movement was due mainly to lower 
prices for sulphuric acid, white lead, putty, 
soda ash and wood alcohol. 


Prices in Great Britain and Other Countries 


The accompanying tables, numbered VII to 
XXIII, give the principal index numbers of 
retail prices and cost of living and of whole- 
sale prices in the various countries for 1928 
and for preceding dates to show the move- 
ment of prices in comparison with that in 
Canada. 


Great Britain 


WHOLESALE Prices.—Prices in Great Britain 
were comparatively stable, but exhibited a 
slight downward tendency. The Board of 
Trade index number of wholesale prices, on 
the base 19138 = 100, was 137-9 for November 
_ as compared with 141-1 for the same month 
in 1927. From November, 1927, the index 
number declined to 140-3 in February, ad- 
vancing then to a high point of 143-6 in May, 
declining again to 137-6 in September, with 
practically no change since that month. The 
“total food” index fell from 152-0 to 148°5 
but reached a high point for the year of 159-3 
in May. Non-foods fell from 135-4 to 132-2 
during this period, showing very little fluctua- 
tion during the year. Metals and minerals 
showed only very slight changes; textiles de- 
clined slightly. 

Cost or Livina—The cost of living index 
number of the Ministry of Labour on the 
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base July, 1914—=100, was the same for 
December as for January and during the year 
varied only between 164 and 168, the variations 
being due chiefly to seasonal changes in food 
prices. 


France 


WHOLESALE Prices.—For the first few months 
of the year, prices advanced, but since the 
stabilization of the franc at a value of 3:92 
cents in June, prices as a whole have remained 
steady. The most notable change for the year 
was an advance of 20 per cent in animal foods 
between November, 1927, and November, 1928. 


Cost or Livinc.—The trend of the cost of 
living at Paris was the same as for wholesale 
prices, advancing from 498 for the last quarter 
of 1927 to 519 for the second quarter of 1928 
and showing no change for the third quarter. 


Germany 


WHOLESALE Prices—The index number of 
the Federal Statistical Office, on the base 1913 
= 100, showed very little variation during the 
year, the index number for October being the 
same as for November, 1927. 

Cosr or Livinc.—The index number of the 
cost of living which remained practically sta- 
tionary from October, 1927, to May, 1928,
